(2) Oxygenated Fuels Ass’n (OFA) has challenged NY and CA bans in court. Status of these

lawsuits is as follows:

. NY: On May 18, 2001, the U.S. District Court for the Northern District of NY denied
OFA’s motion for summary judgment in the lawsuit challenging the NY ban, which
results in the case having to be tried. A summary judgment in favor of OFA would have
been a ruling against the ban. [Needs updating for appellate court results.]

. CA: On September 4, 2001, the U.S. District Court in Sacramento granted the State’s
motion to dismiss, ruling that the federal CAA does not prohibit the State’s action to
phaseout MTBE. [Needs updating for appellate court results. ]

(3) NH Gov. signed legislation, 7/01, directing the NH Dep’t. of Environmental Services to

“limit to the greatest extent practicable” MTBE in gasoline, provided that fuel meeting such limit

is “readily available....at a reasonable price.” NH DES has no imminent plan to set such a limit.

(4) AZ adopted legislation on 4/28/00 calling for a complete phaseout of MTBE as soon as

feasible but in no event later than 6 months after California’s phaseout. This legislation expired

on June 30, 2001, so it is no longer official state policy although the state informally still
encourages phaseout of MTBE.
